n Catholic Church—Its Alm For 


-The Impending Dang

A printed sheet hss been sent tbe writer 
through the mail by an unknown hand, contain- 
ing eight s-If imposed charges ut laut the creed 
of the Catholic church, esch being prefaced with 
the above words in capitals, 

"A great many ot these (says my unknown 
correspondent) have been put iu cars and boats 
leaving New York." 

‘These missives erbse Hag well calculated 
to deceive rovers who have not mvle ecclesi- 
astical history a part, at least, ot their study, 
and Jearned the true character of the ever vary- 
ing policy of the Romish hierarchy, which has 
ever been, and must ever remain by the 
church constitution, to tolerate dissenters and 
opposers only just so long as it licks the power 
10 crush and annihilate them. This miy seem a 
harsh charge, bat it is sustained by the never 
varying practices of the R min hierarchy,by its 
councils, decisions and ‘devices,—lowa to the 
present period. As late as September, 185]; the 
present Pope, Plus 9:h, addressed an allocation 
to the hierarchy of his church, in which, allad- 
ing to his deallogs with a neighboring refractory 
hingdom, he tells them “He hath taken the 
principle for basis, that the Catholic religion 
with all ite ritesought to be exclusively dami- 
nant in sucha way thatevery other worship 
shall be banished and interdicted."" 

The manner lu which, and when, this Is to be 
accomplished, is clearly stated ia many of the 
notes attached by the Pope's authority, by way 
of explanation to a passage of Scripture. Tno 
reader will not, however, for obvious reasons, 
find any of these in the Douay versjon of the 
Bible thatis used in the United States and other 
Protestant countries.

America is the battle feld 55 * Jannisaries 
of the Pope" have selected for thelr Armaged- 
don, Here they are to triumph in the cause of 
civil and religious despoti«n or fall before the 
genius of American liberty. Here the Jesuit 
and the Yankee, the representatives of two op- 
posite principles, ure yet to engage in deadly 
strife The Yankee is shrewd, opea hearted, 
brave and generous. The Jesuit is both learned 
and shrewd, dark, crucl and treacherous, Ere 
the contest begins, the Catholic church will be 
ro inſurced by the close communion of the Epis 
copal, and an alliance with a majority of the 
other dogmitie creedists, into most of whose 
organizations, they have “doubtless already in- 
itiated their creatures.

D. Ariran Gigllcurate In tho 
monastery of Chiaravalle, was called to Rome. 
He was then in the enjoyment of excellent 
health, but In a short time, his appearance was 
strangely altered, and after gradually sinking 
for two months, he was one morning found in 
his bed a corpse. We wore In the same college, 
and I was an eye witness of the fact. D. Eu- 
genlo Ghioni remained iu Rome, but after four 
months, be also sunk into “his tomb at the age 
of:birty-one.

„A Spaniard nawed Juliano, in tfaveling in 
Germany became a convert to the Protestant 
religion, and undertook to convey from Germany 
into bis owa country. a great number of Bibles 
concealed in casks, and packed up like Rbenish 
wine. This important mission he succeeded in, 
sofarastodistribute the books. A pretended 
Protestant, boféver, who had purchased one of 
the Bibles, betrayed bim, and laid an account of 
the affair before the Inquisition, Juliano was 
then siezed and al! means being used to find out 
the purchasers of these Bibles, eight hundred 
persons were apprehended. They were all tor- 
tured, and most of them sentenced to various 
other punishments. Julian» was barnt, twenty 
were roaste! upon spits, several imprisoned for 
life, some publicly wbipped, many sent to the 
galleys, very few indeed acquitted.” 

This is the way the Pope and his bishops have 
ever encouraged the reading of the Bible when 
It could be done without disturbance or bazard 
to the good." Hundreds of such instances might 
be adduced, but enough. 

“Again says the Jesuit author of the eight pro- 
positions : *

To assert that the Catholic church grants any 
indulgences or permission to commit sin, when 
an lodolgence, according to her universally re 
ceived doctrine, w s neve. dreamed of by Cath- 
olics, to imply,in any case whatever, au 
tion to commit the legst sin ; and where an in- 
dulgence has no application whatever to sin 
until after sin has beso repented of and pardon- 
ea?” 

In 1514, Leo 10th republished in Latin, a tariff 
of taxes for the pardon of sins and the granting 
of dispensatione, absolutions indulgencies. 
The money derived from t on pardons 
tbrough this table, was applied by Pope Leo to 
the completion of St, Peter's church. Pardons 
were hawked about ‘throughout the Pope’ s and 
Emperors dominions by Yetrel and other 
monks, and the people recommended to buy 
them bf tbe ringing of hand bells, at the follow- 
ing rates: 

Title 31—01 those who kill the body: For 
the murder of laymen, the pardon is given ia 
Jorma and in court. Three. tou one ducat 
aod four carlines (or about ten arm) Ifsev. 
eral are killed at the —Ó bi — f be tax. 
ed for only one.“ 

Tite 32—of parricides : "Those wis m" 
killed their father or mother, brotber or 
must pay for each murder, 4t.

Title 33 —of those who kill their wives: (Tbe 
tax ot killing a wile ja the same as parricides.) 

“Ifthe murderer of bis wife desires to have a 
G:speosatt a to marry another, the tax is 8t, 2d.

And la regard to those who have given ald to 

the/husband in killing his wife, tax above 
is augmented sbout six dollars a head.” 

"These are fair samples of pardons for crimes 

against society, When it comes to church af. 
fairs, the expense of pardons, &c, is much 

. For instance, a dispensation to eat 
milk in prohibited time wad taxed 61 (or about 
eighteen dollars), or five dollars more than in

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aboct four hundred acres in one body, mostly 
within the incorporated limus of the city of 
Maquokets, about ball good river bottom, sixty 
or seventy acres of timber with a large maple 
sugar bush, and superior water-power that bas 
been improved. I have a very good brick 
house, an old barn and several other buildings. 
The land bas nearly all been fenced, but all is 
getting more or less out of repair. I lately sold 
thirty-three acres for thirty dollars per acre, and 
apy other thirty acres of it, is worth as much, 
and some much more. Other lands sdjoining 
may be bought for twenty to thirty dollars, but 
I think this is amply sufficient land for a large 
community, where much of ite attention can be 
turned to manufactures, fruit and stock raising 
and cheese making, as this place is well calcu 
lated for all these. 

We expect a railroad to come through this 
place from Davenport to Dubuque ; but are at. 
presént twenty miles from a depot, or the Miss- 
issippi river, oa which thore is a large number 
of market towns within forty miles, of which 
we can always bave our choice. I have an 
abundance of limestone and clay for bricks,— 
and good gravel for concrete bricks, and a ma- 
chine to make them. No coal mines now work- 
ed within forty miles, but much Is sold at all 
railroad depots. I have all varieties of soil, so 
that I know of no kind of except peaches, 
and, perhaps, quinces, but may find its appropri- 
ate spot for superior production. There are 
seventy-five to one hundred apple trees, 
thrifty,—commenced bearing, with soma. 
valuable fruit. 

I feel so much attached to co operative labor 
and educational i that I am willing 
to do anything I consistently can, to promote 
them; bat my health and sgo (sixty-six yéhrs) 
will not allow me to promise much pbysical 
labor or active bodily exertion. Up to fifty- 
eight years of age, my health was good, and I 
had been very actively engaged ln many differ- 
ent kinds of business with success; since that 
my health has been poor and I need not work 
to make better my own cóndition. 
‘All I do now is to benefit other» and I see no 
way to do so much good as in co-operative 
association, if I can get a sufficient number to 
join with me who are determined to do right in 


‘all things, and will efugesily seek to learn what 


is right in all questionable cases. If this offer 
finds favor with you, appoint a committee, or 
send sonde one or more to see the property and 


` situation, and let me know what you will do 


A 


as soon as possible, for I must make some 
change very soon as I bave already entered into 
negotiations with persons to come on to the 
place, and must accept or reject their offers 
soon. Ifyou can get balf of the stock taken, or 
even lesa, to begin with, and suitable persons 
to work and manage the affairs, it would be 
accepuüble to me, and with my lands, would be 
sufticient to try the experiment.

large cities to overlook the existence of villages 
and small towns, If he does know that we are 
in California, be bas done. us an injustice. The 
time was wben this would have been very ex- 
cusable when the mines and miniog towns 
constituted all that was known ot California ; 

but to- California consists of a variety of 
counties, for various productions and 
industries, and claim to be recognized as a por- 
tion of California, and to which the rough 
mountain roads and fifteen cents per mile does 
not apply. Such being allowed, I dissent in tete 
as far as this place is concerned,to bis description 
ot the inhospitality of California. It is true we 
have not the convenience of railroad travel, and 
that. Humboldt county is cut off from the other 
portions of the State by & range of mountains 
almost Ínaccessible to a lady, and only practical 
for one hundred and fifty miles by mail or horse, 
and as far from San Francisco as Chicago,—six 
days by mail. Twice a month we haye a Steam- 
er trom San Francisco, distance by sea about 
two hundred avd forty miles Almost daily we 
have salf vessels arriving and leaving for tbe 
same port, and various countries on the Pacific. 

Two years ago, a lady medium came here, 
unexpected and unknown—she was received 
with open grms; a dozen bomes were pleased 
to receive her; her expenses on Steamer were 
paid; every one vied to make her visit agreea- 
ble, and when she left after giving us five kcet- 
ures in various parte of the county,a reasons 
ble compensation was paid ber, with which she 
expressed herself more than satisfied. Again, 
one of our members expended over a thousand 
dollars in currency to bring a medium here, and 
the paraphernalia for a]yceum ; but the medium 
died between Panama and San Francisco. And 
to-day,I can assure any true medium, test or 
Inspirational, or one possessing both gifts would 
be prefered, a hearty welcome, and all the com- 
forts of Bome a new country can reasonably 
be expected to afford, and reasonable compensa- 
tion for thelr time; but to make it profitable, 
he or she must be willing to spend with us trom 
three months to a year. We should prefer a 
lady—even for the novelty—as tbe lady before 
alluded to was the only lady lecturer we have 
ever bad in the county. In one county we have 
four or five little towns besides this of Eureka, 
one seaport and county town, At each of these 
there sre a few believers and many inquirers, 
anda good audience could be got together at 
any time. 

Truly, our lot le cast in a pleasant place, we 
have a most agreeable climate, seldom freezing 
enough to skim over water, and yet, in summer 
not warm enough to necessitate a change of 
clothing. We have a neat flourishing little 
town that will compare favorably with any in 
California, and a total absence of extremes of 
wealth and poverty; and to show that we are 
getting to be of some importance, the Holy 
Mother church is just establishing a Catholic 
Missionary Seminary, and Brother Sam Strong 
bas just finished the best hall in the county, 40 x 
^0, especially for Spiritual lectures, lyceum 
and social gatberings. 

Now, if any of those “ coming to California,” 
think they could pleasantly and profitably serve 
the Lord in this far West for the time specified, 
let them write. to me, and we will give them 
every information.

old debt, Indeed, the scond Sunday evening of 

y labor in Music Iall, one hundred and two 

llars were raised at the close of the lecture, as 
was stated, and for this express purpose. I con- 
tinued speaking at Music Lall for three months, 
and closed with full house, including galleries, 
and even at that sultry period. During the en- 
tire Course, the Lyceum paid not a dollar's rent 
for the use of the hall, and for all this tims, it 
used it every Sunday afternoon,

not where or how it was once bought with trib. 
ute money ;" and how did the Lyceum pay all 

sits own expenses and belp to support the Spei- 
ety?" As for the congregation, then growing 
avd prosperous, it included some, yea, many of

“bigotry.” Ihe proceeds netted to a certain 
knowledge, which others will confirm, trom 
thirty to sixty and seventy dollars each Sunday.

We clip the following candid lecture, reported 
by W. J. Patterson, from the Okaw, UL, Repulj- 
lican, as one of the signs of progressive times: 


Mr. Bolelg lectured on the subject of Spiritual 
Philosophy, at the Court House, on Monday 
evexing—a subject quite new to those who were 
in attendance. If the lecturer dd not succeed 
in persuading bis auditers to believe in his doc- 
trines, he at least arrested their atiention. He 
claims that Spiritualism is not new, and we 
must admit thet the belief in the existence, visi- 
tations and appearances of spirits has been com- 
mon alike to Christians and Pagans; and of the 
Jews, the Sadducees denied but the Pharisees 
believed in the existence of spirits (Acts 24)

the power of seeing them. Paracelsys (an ac, 
complished. quack) testifies that he saw sbd- 
cdnversed with ghosts divers times. So does 
Jacob Boissardus and Vives. In the last centu- 
ba Fowler Bishop, of. Gloucester, was a Spirit- 
vast, of the purely modern type, and from his 
time back to thai in the fifth century, when 
the night of the middle ages setin and threw 
its mantle of darkness over the minds af, men, 
numerous authors testify as to their belief in the 
existence of spirits, and d their nature 
and power.
